A locational  sketch  of  a part  of  that  section  of  the  Alle- 
gheny valley  in  Pennsylvania  which  was  set  aside  by 
William  Penn  and  his  heirs  and  named  Appleby  Manor. 
Through  this  fertile  garden  the  Pittsburgh  Kittanning  and 
Warren  railroad  was  built  in  1855.  The  stop  was  called 
Bonnett,  and  a postoffice  w^as  established.  Local  influence 
changed  the  name  to  Patterson  fifteen  years  later.  Nov.  7,1887, 
Capt.  John  B.  Ford  purchased  the  site  and  erected  a plate 
glass  factory,  that,  through  the  process  of  evolution,  has 
become  the  largest  manufacturing  center  for  this  com- 
modity in  the  world.  The  town  that  sprung  up  around  the 
works,  w'as  named  Ford  City,  (on  the  suggestion  of  Edw^ard 
Binder)  for  the  father  of  the  plate  glass  industry  in  America.

Located  about  midway  between  Forts  Armstrong  and  Green  in  old  Appleby 
manor,  and  on  a site  that  was  once  a veritable  garden. 

On  the  old  French  trail  between  Ft.  Venango  to  Ft.  Duqu«sne. 

Once  the  habitation  of  the  mysterious  Moundbuilder,  and  later  an  Indian 
battle  ground  and  burying  place. 

The  vestiges  of  probably  the  oldest  well  in  western  Pennsylvania. 

Site  of  the  Claypool  blockhouse,  built  1790. 

A mile  distant  from  Tubmill,  built  17S9. 

In  one  of  the  most  picturesque  valleys  in  America,  which  the  rising  sun 
penetrates  with  all  its  glory  and  sicks  from  view  at  evening  o’er  the 
western  ridge  in  a maze  of  dazzling  splendor. 

In  a county  more  populous  than  Alaska  and  half  the  size  of  Rhode  Island. 

Given  the  appelation  “Bonnett”  in  1S55,  “Patterson”  in  1870,  and  became 
the  incipient  town  of  “Ford  City”  in  1887. 

Incorporated  as  a borough  June,  1898,  council  convened  8th  December,  1898.

Reservoir  built  in  1888.  two  hundred  feet  above  city,  supplying  a gravity 
pressure  of  80  to  90  pounds.  Municipal  waterworks,  underground  fil- 
ter. Drinking  fountains  over  city,  fed  by  springs. 

Municipal  light  plant,  reasonable  rates,  Also  natural  gas. 

Steam  and  electric  railway  facilities  the  very  best. 

Streets  paved  with  the  most  durable  of  brick;  started  in  1898. 

Borough  ranks  foremost  among  western  Pennsylvania  towns  for  sidewalks. 

Four  schools:  St.  Mary’s,  on  Fourth  Ave.,  St.  Nicholas’  Greek  and  the  Holy 
Trinity,  Slavic  Parocial  school;  New  Fourth  Avenue  public  school,  cost- 
ing $125,000.00,  opened  1909;  eleven  hundred  school  children  between 
ages  of  six  and  sixteen;  High  School  accredited  by  West  Point  and 
Annapolis;  better  paid  faculty  than  majority  of  schools. 

Only  borough  in  county  possessing  public  park. 

Population,  6,000;  contributed  $6,000  in  a week  campaign  fop  Red  Cross.

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HIS  modest  volume  has  been  compiled  in  commemo- 
ration of  the  triennial  anniversary  of  the  birth  of 
Ford  City,  and  is  respectfully  dedicated  to  the  varie- 
gated army  of  employees  of  the  local  plate  glass  in- 
dustry. These  men  either  have  been  or  are  being  tested 
in  the  caldron  of  life,  similar  in  many  respects,  to  the 
melting  pot,  which,  with  its  ingredients,  is  set  in  the 
flaming  furnace  and  comes  out  filled  with  a flawless  metal.

Ford  City  is  located  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Allegheny  river  forty 
miles  north-east  of  Pittsburg.  It  was  taken  from  Manor  townsliij), 
Armstrong  county  and  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  To  be  more  ex- 
act, its  longitude  is  70°  87'  15"  east,  its  latitude  is  40°  47'  45" 
north  and  its  altitude  varies  from  785  to  795  feet.  The  land  on  the 
east  side  and  that  across  the  river,  rises  rapidly  to  a height  of 
more  than  two  hundred  feet.  The  site  was  once  a garden  spot  and 
the  surrounding  territory  is  adapted  to  agriculture  and  grazing. 
The  entire  community  is  rich  in  undeveloped  resources.  Coal, 
fireclay  and  limestone  are  mined  in  great  (juantities,  while  more 
natural  gas  is  produced  in  Armstrong  than  in  any  other  county 
in  the  State.  The  latter  asset  and  the  inexhaustible  sand  beds 
attracted  Capt.  Ford  to  this  place  in  1887.  As  early  as  build- 
ing materials  could  be  obtained,  a factory  was  erected  for  the 
manufacture  of  plate  glass.  The  town  sprung  up  like  a mush 
room,  from  a few  farm  houses  in  the  valley,  to  a city  of  6,000  in- 
habitants. And  financially  speaking,  the  project  expanded  from 
an  experiment  to  a felicitous  enterprise  of  international  rating. 

The  early  history  of  the  community  in  which  Ford  City  is 
situated,  leads  one  through  the  exciting  days  when  our  hardy 

forefathers  encountered  the  treacherous  and  determined  Red- 
man, to  the  prehistoric  epoch  of  the  Artisan  51oundbuilder, 

whose  story  is  as  silent  as  the  pyramids  of  Egypt,  and  whose 

origin  as  baffling  as  the  aurora  borealis. 

' According  to  Robt.  W.  Smith,  Esq.,  and  other  historians 
previous  to  1883:  ‘'Various  aged  inhabitants  of  this  (IManor) 
township  and  other  parts  of  the  county,  remember  having  seen 
the  vestiges  of  military  fortifications,  consisting  of  a fosse, 
paraphet  and  fort  on  the  left  bank  of  the  Allegheny  between 

Tubmill  run  and  Fort  run A trench  or  fosse  extended 

along  the  bottom  about  70  rods  easterly  from  the  river,  a’nd 
thence  at  an  obtuse  angle  southeasterly,  20  to  30  rods,  which 
must  have  been  four  or  five  feet  deep,  and  as  many  or  more 
wide.  The  paraphet  around  the  fort  which  was  a considerable 
distance  below  the  trench,  must  have  been  several  feet  higli 

when  it  was  constructed.”  Its  slope  was  similar,  but  more  cir- 
cular than  a horse-shoe,  and  enclosed  about  two  acres.  The 

ditch  is  supposed  to  have  extended  entirely  around  it,  and  was 
probably  made  by  excavating  the  earth  in  constructing  the 

parapet.  Local  writers  speak  of  a great  quantity  of  lead  bul- 
lets having  been  found  in  the  river  bank  in  froiV  of  the  para- 

phet, which  obviously  were  shot  from  the  opposite  side,  as  tin 
stream  was  narrow  at  that  point.  Firt-arms  are  eoniparativel v 
uindern,  they  were  introduced  in  the  “ Xew  World, ” about  1550-160»h 
ai*d  had  not  penetrated  so  great  a djstance  ijilatid  as  rh:* 

western  end  of  Pennsylvania  until  1749.  It  is  the  theory  ot 

the  writer  that  the  rifle  attack  on  this  parapet  was  made  long 
alter  its  beginning,  as  will  be  later  set  forth.

John  Christy,  Esq.,  found  within  the  paraphet,  vestiges  of 
small  buildings,  and  at  a depth  of  four  feet,  flint  arrow-heads 
and  broken  pottery  . Other  relics  of  rare  design  and  skillful 
workmansliip  were  found  'u  the  vitunity  for  years,  even  a«  late 
as  1890.  Farmers  who  tilled  the  soil  for  generations,  reported 
having  plowed  up  quantities  of  flint  arrows  and  articles  of  vari- 
ous types  and  colors. 

A red-oak  which  had  grown  on 
the  lower  lime  of  the  parapet, 
indicated  one  hundred  and  five 
annual  growths  when  it  was  cut 
down  in  1823.  John  Mechling 
remembered  having  seen  twelve 
years  later,  a black-oak  on  the 
upper  lune  about  two  and  a half 
feet  ill  diameter,  which  could 
hardly  have  germinated  later 
than  two  centuries  since.  A tree 
four  or  five  feet  through  was  in 
the  trench.  All  going  to  substan- 
tiate the  credence  of  age.  And 
further,  these  works  displayed  a 
higher  degree  of  skill  and  intel- 
ligence than  the  Indians  possess- 
ed. There  are  vestiges  of  similar 
works  in  other  parts  of  the  Alle- 
gheny valley,  Indiana,  Kentucky, 
Missouri,  Ohio,  along  the  shores 
of  Lake  Erie  and  in  Western 
New  York.  Rev.  John  Heck- 
welder,  the  noted  ^Moravian  Mis- 
sionary and  Indian  scholar,  says: 
“The  valley  of  the  Allegheny, 
according  to  the  traditions  cher- 
Scene  near  the  camping  grounds  of  Leni-Lenape,  or 

the  original  Landlords  of  the  Va  ley  Del  nwares,  was  inliabited  by  the 
Alligewi,  who  are  represented  to  have  been  tall,  athletic  and  superior 
in  other  respects,  to  the  other  aboriginal  nations.’’  Traditional  his- 
tory informs  us  that  the  Alligewi,  as  stated  in  Cummings’  sketches, 
had  made  considerable  progress  in  th?  aiCs.  The  remains  ot 
some  of  the  fortifications  which  they  conqructed  still  exist. 
In  several  cases,  the  States  in  which  they  are  located  have  taken 
steps  to  preserve  them  intact.  Eminent  archaeologists  and  stu- 
dents of  ethnology  tell  us  that  the  Ohio  and  Allegheny  valleys 
were  prominent  places  for  the  settlement  of  the  ancient  mound- 
builder.  The  writer  has  given  this  considerable  study,  having 
visited  a number  of  these  serpentine  earth-works  and  is  ac- 
quainted with  the  fact  that  their  form  entered  into  the  religious 
scruples  of  the  architects. 
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South  of  this  parapet,  and  only  a short  distance,  was  a 
vt‘ry  ancient  well,  bedded  and  walled  with  limestone.  It  rivaled 
the  well  of  Jacob  at  Samaria  in  the  refreshment  of  its  waters,  if 
not  in  age.  Some  conjecture  that  it  was  sunk  by  the  French, 
but  that  is  hardly  probable  as  the  Indians  of  the  valley  knew 
nothing  of  it  at  the  time  the  first  settlers  arrived.  These  set- 
tlers carried  drinking  water  from  a group  of  springs  on  the  hill  to 
tile  east,  until  the  well  was  accidentally  discovered  by  the  Baileys, 
who  settled  in  1813.  In  removing  the  sediment  from  the 
well,  badly  decayed  parts  of  human  skeletons  and  almost  a 
bushel  measure  of  curiously  wrought  beads,  ceremonials  and 
flint  implements  were  discovered.  The  well  was  very  deep,  about 
three  or  four  feet  across  and  the  sides  were  supported  by  an 
unusually  smooth  wall  of  properly  laid  limestone.  Xo  record 
is  extant  of  the  Indians  ever  having  dug  a well,  though  they 
did  not  hesitate  to  use  and  enjoy  such  watering  places  provided 
by  someone  else.  If  this  well  ante-dated  the  vanguard  of 
civilization  and  neither  the  Indians  nor  the  French  knew  of 
its  existence,  it  would  seem  that  none  other  than  the  original 
land  lords  of  the  valley  could  have  sunk  it.  It  was  their  cus- 
tom to  remain  for  years  at  one  place  and  water  was  an  item 
that  was  carefully  considered;  while  their  successors,  the  red- 
men,  ranged  about  to  suit  the  seasons  and  their  chimerical  fancy. 
Tlieir  disposition  being  naturally  roving,  it  is  inconsistent  to 
su-spect  them  of  making  improvements  of  a permanent  nature.  Had 
the. French  sunk  this  well  the  Indians  would  undoubtedly  have 
been  acijuainted  with  its  location.  Therefore,  when  the  Allegewi 
departed  from  the  valley,  with  them  went  the  secret  of  their  water 
supply.  . ’ 

Mrs.  H.  W.  Speer,  who  was  living  in  the  Carlton  Bailey 
house  when  it  burned  in  1890,  not  fifty  feet  distant,  and  the  Bai- 
leys who  are  conversant  with*  the  subject,  state  that  the  water 
from  this  old  well  excelled  any  they  ever  tasted.  It  was  filled 
in  with  debris  and  earth  ten  or  fifteen  years  ago,  however, 
but  a .small  spring  near  the  top,  kept  the  hole  filled  with  water 
until  more  recently  when  a fresh  deposit  of  earth  choked  the 
supply.  A sink  two  feet  in  depth  and  a portion  of  the  wall  of  one 
side  is  all  that  is  exposed  today.  Anyone  wishing  to  see  the  vestige 
will  find  it  on  lots  1230-32  Ford  City. 

In  the  face  of  this  evidence,  it  is  but  logical  to  conclude 
that  the  Moundbuilders  were  responsible  for  the  fortifications 
in  (piestion.  It  may  have  been  at  this  very  fort  that  one  of  tiie 
long  and  bloody  battles  was  waged  between  the  Alligewi,  the 
primitive  occupants  of  the  valley,  and  the  united  forces  of  tln^ 
Lenni-Lenape  and  the  Five  Nations  (embracing  the  Mohawks, 
riiit'idas.  Cayugas,  Onondagas  and  Senecas).  And  it  is  not  unlike- 
ly that  here,  centuries  since,  the  firmly  established  Alligewi 
were  defeated  by  the  superior  numbers  of  their  allied  foe.^  and 
driven  before  the  relentle.ss  enemy  as  it  triumphantly  advanced 
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from  beyond  the  Mississippi  to  the  Deleware  and  the  Hudson. 

The  earth-works  were  of  no  use  to  the  Indians;  they  could  not 
be  expected  to  preserve  them.  Time  and  the  action  of  the  river 
during  high  stages  have  had  their  effect  on  the  parapet,  man 
and  his  plow  has  in  the  nineteenth  century  so  changed  the  to- 
pography that  not  the  slightest  vestige  remains  for  proof.  The 
valley  in  the  immediate  vicinity  was  a camping  ground  for  the 
Indians.  In  it  they  raised  their  corn,  killed  their  game,  fought 
their  battles  and  buried  their  dead.  Here  craftsmen  in  stone, 
made  the  wonderfully  symmetrical  arrow-points  that  have  ever 
excited  our  admiration  and  curiosity.  Possibly  at  this  site 

such  an  ancient  arrow  maker  lived  as  was  once  in  Pipestone 
county,  Minnesota,  and  whose  blushing  daughter,  IMiniieiian  •. 
was  the  belle  of  all  the  valley,  and  whose  heart  was  at  length 
captui*ed  by  a dashing  warrior  in  buck-skin  moccasins  and  magic 
mittens.  Two  or  three  miles  up  the  stream  was  the  Indian  vil- 
lage, Kittanning.  It  was  a place  of  note  as  early  as  1727,  when 
there  were  at  least  150  Indians  living  there.  The  word  Kittan- 
ning denoted  flowing  water,  and  the  stream  which  flowed  down 
the  valley  was  called  by  this  tribe,  the  river  Kitlianne.  The  French, 
however,  insisted  on  calling  it  the  Ohio  even  as  late  as  1749.  The 
notion  which  obtained  for  a time  in  Armstrong  county  that 
the  name  signified  “a  cornfield,”  or  ‘‘tall  corn,”  is  entirely 
erroneous. 

In  the  year  1749,  in  the  reign  of  Louis  XV,  king  of  France, 
Capt.  Louis  Celoron,  Knight  of  the  Royal  and  Military  Order 
of  St.  Louis,  commanding  a detachment  of  French,  consisting 
of  one  captain,  M.  de  Contrecolar  (afterwards  commandant  at 
Ft.  Du(juesne).  Father  Joseph  Bonnecamps  and  about  ‘244  men, 
was  sent  by  Gallissoniere,  governor-general  of  Canada,  to  take 
constructive  possession  of  the  Ohio  valley.  The  detachment 
reached  “Attitpie,”  (Kittanning)  on  the  2nd  of  August,  that 
year,  and  found  the  “Loup,”  (Lenni-Lenapo)  Indians.  Stop- 
ping but  a short  time,  Celoron,  proceeded  to  “Chartier’s  Town,” 
which  stood  on  the  right  bank  of  the  Allegheny  not  far  from 
Freeport,  and  thence  down  the  river.  He  buried  lead  plates 
with  an  inscription  on  them,  at  points  , he  deemed  of  sutficient 
prominence,  as  an  establishment  of  French  claims.  Some  of  these 
plates  were  afterwards  unearthed. 

Gov.  Dinwiddle,  of  Virginia,  in  175:1,  the  second  year  of  his 
tenure  of  office,  dispatched  George  Wasliiiigton  to  Ft.  Vernango 
(Franklin)  as  a commissioner  to  the  French  at  tliat  place.  He  ac- 
quitted himself  with  considerable  credit.  The  writer  is  advised  that 
he  went  to  Franklin — via  the  Allegheny  river,  in  eompajiy  with  a 
lialf  breed  Indian.  At  the  mouth  of  Crooked  creek  darkness  over- 
took them,  and  as  the  Indian's  conduct  was  in  question,  they  crossed 
over  to  what  is  Ross  Island  and  spent  the  night.

In  1754,  the  English,  at  ^Ya^hiIlgLon 's  suggeitio!:,  began 
erecting  a stockade  at  what  is  now  Pittsburgh,  under  the  direc- 
tions of  Capt.  Wm.  Trent,  lie  .was  driven  away  by  the  French 
under  Ensign  Ward,  who  built  Fort  Diniuesne  at  the  confluence 
of  the  Allegheny  and  i\Ionongahela  rivers  England  made  two 
unsuccessful  attempts  to  regain  the  territory,  the  fii'st  under 
F‘*n.  P>raddock  in  1755:  but  on  the  approach  of  a third  army  un- 
<lcr  Oen.  John  Forbes,  who  swore  to  eat  his  supi)er  in  the  fort 
or  in  hades,  the  French  burned  and  destroyed  the  foi*t,  and 
tin*  Eiiirlish  building  a new  one  the  following  year,  called  it 
Fort  Pitt,  in  honor  of  Wm.  Pitt,  prime  minister  of  England.  And 
10  1704,  during  Pontiac’s  insurrection,  a blockhouse  was  built 
as  further  protection  against  the  Indians.  The  blockhouse  still 
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Stands  and  is  the  oldest  buildino-  in  the  city.  This  post  was 
abandoned  in  1772,  and  was  laid  claim  to,  along  with  other  exten- 
sive western  territory,  by  Lord  Duiimoie  ot‘  Virg-inia  from  1775 
to  1779,  when  the  States  were  divided.  Dr.  John  Connoly  was 
dispatched  from  the  Old  Dominion  in  1774  and  took  possession 
of  the  fort  upon  the  withdrawal  of  the  royal  troops  by  order  of 
, Gen.  Gage,  and  changed  the  name  to  Ft.  Diinmore.  Gov.  Penn 

repelled  the  troops  in  1775.  The  section  of  Pennsylvania  claimed 
was  within  the  boundary  of  Augusta  county  of  that  State.  The 
court  of  that  county  met  regularly  at  Staunton,  but  convened 
at  least  once  in  Pittsburgh,  going  overland  on  horses.  A great- 
great-grandfather  of  the  writer  was  then  high  sheriff  and  jour- 
neyed with  the  court  in  the  prosecution  of  the  duties  of  his 
office.  ♦ 

On  Sept,  the  8th,  1756,  Col.  John  Armstrong  attacked  the 
' fort  at  Kittanning,  located  where  the  Alexander  hotel  now  stands. 

formerly  the  home  of  Alexander  Reynolds,  the  grandfather  of  IMr.  II. 

A.  Reynolds,  Supt.  of  Xo.  4 Factory.  The  fort  was  under  the  com- 
mand of  the  noted  Indian  chief.  Capt.  Jacobs.  The  bloody 
battle  which  ensued  is  a matter  of  common  history.  A quantitv 
of  gunpowder  had  been  stored  by  the  Indians,  and  when  the 
fort  was  set  on  fire  a teirific  explosion  occurred  that  was  heard 
at  Ft.  Pitt.  The  same  time  CAl.  Hogg  and  a small  force  were 
defeated  by  three  times  the  number  of  Indians,  at  a point  a 
short  distance  from  Garrett’s  Run.  51any  blankets  were  after- 
wards found  on  the  site,  hence  the  battlefield  has  since  been 
known  as  “Blanket  Hill.”  It  is  on  the  old  Plillip  Dunmire  farm. 
Col.  Armstrong  was  commissioned  5Iaj.-Gen.  in  1777;  he  com- 
manded the  PeniLsylvania  militia  in  the  battles  of  Brand^Avine 
and  Germantown.  In  1787  he  represented  this  district  in  Con- 
gress. His  son,  5Iaj-Gen.  John  Armstrong,  Jr.,  was  Secretary  of 
War  at  \Yashington,  1814.  Captains  Hugh  Jlercer  and  James  Pot- 
ter, who  fought  under  Col.  Armstrong  in  this  engagement,  both 
served  with  dis-fthiction  in  the  Revolutionary  AVar  as  brigadier- 
generals;  the  former  commanded  a column  at  Trenton  and  led  the 
advance  at  Princeton. 

Settlers  began  pouring  into  this  section  two  decades  before 
ttie  close  of  the  t'^ntur\  In  1787  Win.  Gree-i  and  sons,  James, 
John  and  Samuel,  came  from  Fayette  couinv  and  hicareJ  near 
what  is  now  Rosston.  The  country  was  then  in  a wild  state, 
game  was  plentiful  only  during  certain  seasons  of  the  year. 
Smith  says  bears  were  freipiently  shot  and  that  Samuel  Green 
I killed  a pianther  on  Ross  Island  that  was  credited  having  been 

I the  largest  ever  killed  in  the  county.  Food  was  scarce  among 

I the  settlers,  the  nearest  [joints  of  sii[)[)ly  were  PiUsburgh  and  | 

Bi-ownsville,  and  travel  was  slow  and  dangerous.  Some  fx-  | 

j)erieiiced  actual  hunger  for  several  months;  boiled  nuts  being  i 

their  only  menu,  and  the  sup[)]y  of  these  beeame  exhausted.  They  I 

grew  very  weak,  it  reqiiiretl  two  of  them  to  carry  a fence  rail.  | 
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In  1789,  "Wm.  Green  built  a small  tubmill  about  60  rods  from  the 
river,  at  a short  turn  on  the  stream  called  Tuhmill  run.  It  was  the 
only  mill  for  grinding  grain  in  this  region,  until  Alexander 
Walker's  mill  in  Bethel  township  was  erected. 

The  Indians  who  had  become  apparently  reconciled  to  the 
white  settlers,  grew  hostile  in  1790.  They  were  so  troublesome 
that  Col.  Chas.  Campbell  sent  a detachment  of  soldiers  to  Wm. 
Green.  Together  they  built  a small  log  fort,  naming  it  after  Wm. 
Green.  It  was  located  on  what  is  now  Rosstoji,  about  a mile  below 
the  southern  limits  of  Ford  City.

(’apt.  Samuel  IMurphy,  who  settled  in  South  Buffalo  town- 
''Idp  ill  1795,  related  that  James  iUcFarland,  a brother-in-law  of 
Andrew  Lewis,  of  Virginia,  had  a store  about  fffty  rods 
Im*1o\v  Fort  run  in  1787-90,  and  carried  on  considerable  trade 
uirh  the  Indians  with  whom  he  was  apt>arently  on  fi’iendly 
•m-ms.  They,  however,  finally  captured  and  took  him  to  Detroit. 
1 lo‘  ( layjiool  blockhouse  that  stood  about  80  rods  below  Fort 
near  the  river  bank,  was  erected  by  James  Claypoole,  the 
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progenitor  of  the  family  in  America,  who  had  tried  to  settle 
liere  previously  but  was  driven  aAvay  by  the  Indians.  The  family 
originally  spelled  their  name  Claypole;  they  were  descended 
from  tromwell.  Geo.  Claypool,  a member  of  this  family,  was  of- 
fered a peck  measure  of  gold,  by  the  Indian  chief,  ‘‘ Coriiplanter. " 
if  he  would  marry  a certain  scpiaw.  The  offer  was  declined.  His- 
torians agree  that  this  blockhouse  was  constructed  1787-93.  • It 

was  the  principal  place  of  refuge  for  the  early  settlers  from  the 
unfriendly  Indian. 

George  Cook,  who  was 
born  about  1764,  was  a 
soldier  and  a scout.  He 
resided  in  Manor  from 
his  early  boyhood  until 
he  was  an  octagenarian, 
and  narrated  that  he 
was  a member  of  a 
scouting  party  that  oc- 
cu])ied  a block  house 
near  Fort  run.  Some 
Indians  anchored  a duck 
in  a pool  in  that  stream 

with  a bark  cord.  Three 

members  of  the  scout- 
ing party  discovered 
the  duck  and  hoping  to 
catch  it,  set  their  guns 
against  a buttonwood 
tree  (which  was  cut 
down  after  the  land 
came  into  possession  of 
Eiehard  Bailey).  In- 
Appleby  Manor  Memorial  Presbyterian  dians  in  ambush  shot 
Church;  Courtesy,  Mr.  E.  Torn  Moore  them,  their  bodies  fell 

into  the  pool  and  their  blood  colored  the  water.  The  stream  was 

afterwards  called  Bloody  run.  The  bodies  of  the  men  were  buried 
on  a knoll  opposite  where  they  were  shot,  eight  or  ten  rods  higher 
up  the  j*iver.  This  was  the  beginning  of  an  old  graveyard.  IMrs. 
James  Claypool  was  buried  near  the  spot  in  1796. 

Excavations  made  at  various  places  in  the  borough  of  Ford 
City  ex[)Osed  human  bones,  which  the  writer  is  advised,  were  in 
many  cases  those  of  the.  Indian.  Skeletons  more  or  less  decayed 
were  unearthed  at  tiie  Presbyterian  cliurch,  the  plate  glass  office. 
Shop  2.  Xo.  4 casting  hall,  the  electric  shop,  the  Fawcus  macliine 
works,  the  Pottery,  the  public  school,  St.  Clary’s  church,  the  citv 
water  works  and  other  places.  The  dissembled  pieces  of  p(dtery 
and  peculiar  artifacts  ofttm  found  conveniently  near  bore  conclu- 
sive evidence  of  the  vanished  race,  now  eii  route  to  their  “happy 
hunting  ground."  It  is  true  indeed  that  they  lived  a careless, 
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>hiftl(*ss  liiV  so  far  as  industry  and  enlightenment  is  concerned  but 
the  sincerity  in  tlieir  lioma^e  to  a Supreme  Being  cannot  be  (pies- 
tiom'd.  For  it  was  the  same  gaudy  painted  savage  that  seali)ed 
tin'  settler,  wlio  retiied  to  the  lodge  of  the  Medicine  man  where  he 
worshiped  the  Great  Spirit  in  mute  adoration  and  reverential  awe.

John  Boss  came  to  America  from  Ireland  in  1706,  located  in 
Chester  county,  Pennsylvania.  The  “ Northern  Light,”  on  which 
In*  sailed,  was  wrecked  off  the  shoals  of  Cape  iMay.  He  saved 
nothing  but  his  clothes  and  had  to  pledge  his  silver  knee  buckles 
tor  ferriage  across  the  Delaware  river.  George  Ross,  of  Lancaster 
‘‘oiinty,  a signer  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence,  was  a grand- 
son. Very  likely  Betsy  Ross,  of  Philadelphia,  who  made  the  first 
Ann'rican  flag,  was  also  of  this  family.  ITon.  Geo.  Ross,  a great- 
LTi-andson  of  John  Ross,  settled  in  Armstrong  county  in  1800.  He 
vas  (h'pnty  State  survevor  and  as  such  laid  out  Kittanning  in 
In ‘6.  Four  years  later  he  purchased  Ross  Island,  opposite  the 
mouth  of  Crooked  Creek,  from  Wm.  Green  for  $100.00,  and  two 
.'cars  later  built  the  old  stone  house  at  Rosston  which  has  with- 
"^tood  the  test  of  a century,  and  will,  in  all  probability,  endure  for 
'.omerations  to  come.  The  plaster  and  mortar  of  the  walls  were 
mixi-d  with  deer\s  hair.  In  1819,  Judge  Ross  started  a saw  and 
’-trist  mill,  about  -200  rods  above  the  mouth  of  Crooked  creek.  His 
'‘•n,  Washington  Ross,  laid. out  Rosston  in  1854,  the  same  year  that 
'b>hn  Sibbett  laid  out  "^Manorville.  The  Green  family  removed  to  the 
<^f  the  Allegheny  river  early  in  the  century  and  about 
l>n,».(;^  Wm.  Green  started  the  Green  Settlement,  near  where  the 
I’ittsburg  Plate  Glass  Company's  sand  f)lant  is  now  located.  He 
oMriii j»t«*d  to  create  a town  here,  calling  the  place  Williamshurg. 
it  was  eoiisidciaal  at  one  time  as  a site  for  the  county  seat. 

A i-nisti-ong  county  was  fornu'd  in  1800  out  o!‘  parts  of  Alle- 
'-Uh‘fiy.  Lycoining  aiid  Westmoreland  countic's;  arid  for  several 
}*‘ars  was  attached  to  the  latter  county  while  an  enumeration  of 
^^^norville  was  once  called  “Copley  Town,” 
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its  taxable  inhabitants  was  made.  Organization  for  judicial  pur- 
poses did  not  occur  until  1805,  and  the  first  court  was  held  in  a 
log  house  on  lot  121,  the  present  site  of  the  Reynolds  house  in 
Kittanning,  in  December  of  that  year.  At  that  and  subsequent 
terms,  until  the  bell  for  the  courthouse  was  procured,  the  times 
for  opening  the  daily  sessions  of  the  court  were  signified  by  the 
blowing  of  a horn  by  the  court  crier. 

Richard  Bailey  emigrated  from  Center  county  and  settled  in 
Armstrong  county  in  1813,  and  became  owner  of  a large  tract ’of 
land,  a portion  of  which  is  now  the  site  of  Ford  City.  He  was  ex- 
tensively engaged  in  farming  and  lumbering.  This  family  is  descended 
from  Monsieur  Julias  Bailey,  who  was  Mayor  of  Paris  during 
the  reign  of  Louis  XYIII  and  IMarie  Antoinette.  Jackson  Bailey,  a 
son  of  Richard,  followed  lumbering,  farming  and  quarrying;  he 
had  a large  lime  kiln.  One  of  his  sons,  AndreAv  C.  Bailey,  formed 
the  first  store  company  in  Ford  City,  it  being  also  the  first  gen- 
eral department  store  in  the  county.  Another  son,  AVm.  C.  Bailey, 
served  with  credit  as  Sheriff  of  the  county  and  also  commissioner; 
his  son,  Richard  A.  Bailey,  is  assistant  postmaster  of  Ford  City. 
The  old  Bailey  honu^  stood  near  the  present  Jos.  Graff  property, 
in  which  A.  T.  Dull  afterward  livrd  and  operated  a commercial 
lime  quarry  on  Fort  run,  Appleby  i\lanor.  He  employed  2000  men. 

The  charter  granted  in  1681  by  Charles  II,  to  AYm.  Penn,  vest- 
ed in  the  latter  and  his  heirs  the  absolute  ownership  of  practically 
all  the  land  in  Pennsylvania.  From  that  date  until  1776,  all  titles 
to  that  land  were  derived  from  the  Penns.  The  surveyor  general 
under  this  family,  surveyed  forty-four  manors  in  the  state,  aggre- 
gating over  400.000  acres.  One  of  them,  ‘‘The  IManor  of  Kittan- 
ning,” was  surveyed  ^lareh  28,  1769,  on  a warrant  dated  Febru- 
ary 23,  next  preceding.  It  is  not  known  just  when  the  name  was 
changed  to  Appleby,  probably  between  1805  and  1807.  Appleby 
was  the  name  of  the  chief  town  of  AYestmoreland  county,  England. 
'The  borough  of  Kittanning  is  a mile  north  of  the  manor’s  north- 
ern limit,  and  .should  not  be  confused  with  “Kittanning  5Ianor, ” 
any  more  than  the  “Mason  & Dixon”  line  (36°  43'  26.3")  of  1763- 
67,  should  be  confounded  with  the  line  (36°  30')  which  separated 
the  free  and  tlie  slave  states  of  the  original  federation.  Appleby 
iManor  comprised  about  5,000  acres  of  the  most  beautiful  and  pro- 
ductive land  jn  the  county,  extending  three  and  a half  miles  along 
the  eastern  bank  of  the  Allegheny  river  from  Crooked  creek  north, 
and  westward  about  two  and  a quarter  miles.  A second  surveyor 
divided  the  manor  into  seven  tracts  of  varying  areas;  parallel  to 
each  other.  The  most  northern  of  which  was  Xo.  1,  on  this  a part 
of  iManorville  now  stands  (an  attempt  was  made  80  years  ago  to 
call  this  villag(‘  Appi»*by  town,  but  it  never  met  with  .success)  ; and 
the  most  southerly  was  Xo.  7.  now  occupied  by  the  village  of  Ross- 
ton.  Old  Fort  Armstrong,  built  in  1779,  by  Lt.  Col.  Bayard,  stood 
in  this  manor,  two  mih's  south  of  Kittanning,  on  Peter  F.  MeClar- 
ren‘s  property.  It  was  about  as  far  above  Fort  run  as  the  ancient 
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parapet  was  below  it.  Rt.  Rev.  A.  A.  Lambing,  Ll.D.,  whose 
father  settled  in  that  part  of  the  manor  in  1830,  distinctly  remem- 
bers having  seen  the  old  well  of  the  fort  filled  with  stumps  in 
1850.  He  lived  Avithin  half  a mile  of  the  site.  The  borough  of 
Ford  City  Avhich  extends  about  a mile  and  a half  along  the  Alle- 
gheny, is  Avithin  the  original  survey  of  Appleby  Manor,  a little 
north  of  the  center  of  the  Avestern  border.

In  1828,  Captains  Jas.  P.  IMurphy  and  Hamilton  Kelly  piloted 
the  first  steamboat,  “The  Albion,”  up  the  Allegheny  river.  The 
appearance  of  the  strange  craft  caused  considerable  Avonder  and 
excitement  among  the  settlers  along  the  banks.  Captain  Murphy 
Avas  a son  of  'Capt.  8amuel  iMurpliy,  previously  mentioned,  Avho 
AA^as  AA'ith  the  Earl  Dunmore  expedition  in  1774,  going  into  Avhat 
is  noAV  southern  Ohio.  The  father  and  sons  Avere  noted  hunters. 
In  late  years  the  latter,  Avhen  too  feeble  to  Avalk  Avithout  a cane, 
he  Avould  shoot  s<juirrels  from  the  trees;  if  he  failed  to-  hit  them 
's(juare  in  the  head,  absolutely  refused  to  pick  them  up.  He 
and  Capt.  Kelly  Avere  brol  hcrs-in-law.  The  latter  Avas  the  grand- 
fathei-  of  IMrs.  R.  W.  i\I(  (’urcheon.  of  Ford  City,  and  Avas  once 
siieriff  of  the  county;  tlu'  village  of  Kelly  Avas  named  after  him. 

Xear  the  center  of  Appleby  manoi*  there  stood  for  half  a cen- 
tury the  old  5Ianor  Church.  It  was  displaced  in  1892  by  the  Ap- 
pleby Manor  Memorial  Church,  built  by  iMrs.  Wm.  ThaAV.  When 
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this  edifice  Avas  destroyed  by  lightning  in  1907,  ^Irs.  Thaw  had  it 
rebuilt  Avithout  expense  to  the  congregation ; she  also  financed  the 
erection  of  the  manse.  i\Ir.  John  Christy  donated  the  land  for 
both  buildings.  The  bell,  presented  by  Harry  K.  ThaAAg  son  of 
Mrs.  Wm.  ThaAA^,  for  the  first  IMemorial  building,  broken  at  the 
time  of  the  fire,  AAuas  recast  and  replaced.  Col.  Win.  ThaAAg  of  re- 
cent aviation  fame  in  Europe,  is  a nepheAv  of  Harry, K.  ThaAv. 
Josiah  Copley  and  Hamlet  Totten,  both  charter  members  of,  the 
first  Presbyterian  Church,  Kittaning  (organized  1822)  established 
the  first  Sabbath  school  in  the  county  outside  of  Kittanning,  in  a 
quaint  old  fashioned  log  school  house  in  1835.  It  stood  a feAV  rods 
south  of  the  present  ^Memorial  Church  building.  The  site  is  little 
more  than  a mile  distant  from  and  overlooking  Ford  City,  and 
is  elevated  250  feet  above  the  borough. 

Josiah  Copley  Avas  tlie  father  of  Mrs.  Thaw.  He  Avas  born 
Sept.  20,  1803.  in  Cumberland  county  and  came  to  Armstrong 
county  in  his  youth.  He  founded  the  “■  Kittanning  Gazette,”  in 
1825,  removed  to  Pittsburgh  in  1838  and  Avorked  on  the  ‘‘Pitts- 
burgh Gazette,”  in  connection  Avith  the  late  Robt.  M.  Riddle, 
father-in-laAv  of  Col.  Thos,  A.  Scott,  president  of  the  Pennsylvania 
railroad.  His  health  failing,  he  removed  to  Appleby  5Ianor  in  1840 
and  undertook  the  management  of  a farm.  That  property  has 
since  been  purchased  by  Richard  BroAvn,  Es(p,  a Pittsburgh 
broker,  Avho  resides  on  it. 

The  State  Legislature  authorized  the  building  of  a canal  from 
JohnstOAvn  to  the  mouth  of  the  Kiskiminetas  in  1825;  Avork  Avas 
begun  the  folloAving  year  and  completed  in  1834.  The  entire  cost 
Avas  near  a million  dollars.  It  Avas  called  the  Pennsylvania  canal 
and  Avas  in  operation  until  1857.  The  distance  covered  by  it  in 
Armstrong  county  Avas  tAventy-five  miles.  The  first  boat  that  pass- 
ed Leechburg  on  the  canal  in  1834,  Avas  a packet  built  near  Salts- 
burg.  A prize  of  -1;500.00  Avas  offered  that  year  to  the  proprietor 
’of  the  boat  that  avouUI  first  arrive  in  Pittsburg  and  a famous  race 
occurred  in  July,  Avhen  Leech,  in  the  “General  Leachock,”  Avon 
OA^er  Harris  in  a light  packet. 

Along  AA'ith  the  Pennsylvania  canal  should  be  mentioned  the 
Allegheny  feeder  commenced  in  1838.  “It  Avas  designed  to  extend 
14  miles  from  this  division  at  Freeport  on  the  Allegheny  River, 
at  the  mouth,  of  the  Kiskiminetas,  up  along  the  Allegheny  to  Kit- 
tanning, and  Avas  to  serve  a double  purpose — to  supply  the  Avest- 
ern  di\nsion  Avith  Avater  and  to  give  Kittanning  a navigable  con- 
nection Avith  the  canal  system,  but  Avas  not  finished.”  The  Avriter 
has  observed  traces  of  excavations  for  this  AvaterAvay  opposite  God- 
frey and  other  {)laces  along  that  side  of  the  Allegheny  River. 

Manor  tOAvnship,  AA'hieh  inclmh'd  Appltdiy  Manor.  Avas  formed 
out  of  Kittanning  township  in  1H49.  The  fii-st  election  Avas  held 
in  i\Iai‘ch.  1850,  when  tlie  foMoAving  offiecu’s  AA’ere  ehmted : Judge 
of  election,  George  M.  King:  inspectoi’s  of  election,  -.John  Christy 
and  Michael  Isaman;  constabhx  Isaac  P>ouch ; assessor,  DaAud  Mc- 
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[.rod;  justice  of  the  peace,  AVin.  Copley;  supervisors,  George 
liouch  aTid  Joliu  Hileman ; township  auditors,  Richard  Bailey, 
John  Slioop  and  John  Williams;  township  clerk,  A.  J.  Bailey; 
overseers  of  the  poor,  Josiah  Copley  and  Win.  Truby;  fence  view- 
ers, John  Davis  and  John  R.  Shoop.  Five  directors  were 
elected:  Matthew  Bowser,  John  Christy,  Wm.  Ehinger,  Rev,  Levi 

M.  Graves  and  John  Robinson.  Among'  the  first  settlers  were; 
Jeremiah  Cook  and  sons  Conrad,  George  and  Jeremiah;  Hon.  Jas. 
Harr,  one  of  the  first  associate  justices  of  the  county;  Jas.  Clay- 
poole,  builder  of  the  blockhouse;  John  Monroe,  who  volunteered 
in  Capt.  Alexander’s  company  and  was  killed  by  a bombshell ; Jona- 
than Mason;  Joel  Monroe;  Wm.  Green,  who  built  Tubmill,  founded 
Green  Settlement,  and  for  whom  the  Green  Fort  was  named;  and 
Barket  Truitt.  John  Christy,  Esq.,  purchased  a large  tract  of 
land  in  Appleby  i\lanor  in  1833  from  the  Duncan  heirs.  The  ma- 
jority of  the  farm  is  owned  today  by  a son,  i\[r.  Jefferson  R. 
('hristy,  but  43  acres  lying  in  the  valley  and  which  is  within  the 
borough  of  Foul  (hty.  was  sold  to  Julius  Klinger.  It  has  since 
passed  successively  through  the  hands  of:  Jerry  Bonnett,  H.  i\l. 

Lee.  (’onnul  Rider,  Joseph  Graff  and  the  Pittsburgh  Plate  Glass

An  act  was  granted 
in  1837,  when  the  late 
Gov.  Wm.  F.  Johnson 
was  representing  this 
county  in  the  lower 
house  of  the  State  Leg- 
islature, providing  a 
charter  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  Pitts- 
burgh, Kit  tanning  and 
Warren  railroad.  Later 
on  the  suggestion  of 
Josiah  Copley,  the  name 
was  changed  to  Alle- 
gheny Valley  railroad. 
In  1852,  ]Mr.  Johnson, 
first  president  of  the 
board  of  managers,  and 
other  influential  friends, 
succeeded  in  raising 
sufficient  funds  from 
the  sale  of  stock  in  tlie 
company,  to  build  the 
road  from  Pittsburg  to 
Kittanning.  The  road 
was  completed  to  the 
latter  place  in  January, 
1856;  this  was  the 
. The  telegraph  lines  built 
the  county. 
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The  trains  stopped  in  the  valley  to  take  passengers  on  and 
off  at  a point  near  what  is  now  Second  Street,  Ford  City.  This 
stop  was  called  '‘Bonnett,’'  for  Jerry  Bonnett,  who  lived  in  a large 
stone  house  where  the  batch-house  of  No.  4 plate  glass  factory 
now  stands.  Bonnett  established  a post-office  here  which  he 
maintained  for  several  years.  In  1858  it  was  moved  to  Rosston, 
where  Thos.  ^IcConnell  became  the  first  postmaster.  About  1870 
local  influence  moved  the  railroad  stop  to  what  is  now  Seventh 
street.  Old  Xo.  5 Pot  house,  the  first  brick  building  erected  in 
Ford  City,  now  stands  on  this  site.  This  stop  was  called  ‘^Patter- 
son,” for  Moses  Patterson,  who  owned  40  acres  lying  north  of  the 
Bonnett  property. 

The  histoiw  of  early  schools  in  the  valley  is  a little  obscure. 
Somewhere  between  Ford  City  and  ^IcGrann,  there  stood  a small 
log  building  of  the  “clapboard  roof  and  puncheon  floor”  type;  in 
it  the  master  taught  the  children  of  the  community,  “Readin’, 
sitin’  and  'rithmatic. ” This  institution  was  in  existence  during 
the  days  of  the  hoop-skirt  and  the  corkscrew-curl.  Among  the 
scholars  attending  about  1850,  were : Cyrus  Bailey,  Shedrick 

Akins,  ]\Iiss  ]\Iary  Copley  and  John  Shoop.  The  last  mentioned, 
carried  IMiss  Copley  home  from  school  on  one  occasion,  when  she 
had  broken  her  arm  at  play.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Josiah 
Copley,  Esq.,  and  afterwards  married  Wm.  Thaw,  who  became  a 
high  official  of  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  was  a charter  member 
of  the  board  of  directors  of  the  International  Navigation  Co.,  be- 
came associated  with  the  American  Steamship  Co.  from  its  be- 
ginning and  was  a multi-millionaire  of  Pittsburgh.  The  Herrold 
school  which  stood  within  the  limits  of  the  borough  of  Ford  City, 
must  have  been  opened  prior  to  1865 ; it  was  located  in  the  op- 
posite side  of  the  railroad  from  the  Jackson  pottery  (that  was  built 
in  1897  by  Capt.  Ford  and  John  Wick,  Jr.)  and  was  used  until  1890. 
Two  years  previous  to  this,  the  school’ board  of  ^lanor  township, 
of  which  Dr.  John  T.  Deemar  was  president,  granted  Ford  City  an 
independent  school.  The  Herrold  school  was  used  until  a suitable 
building  could  be  erected  at  6th  avenue  and  6th  street  on  land 
donated  by  Capt.  Ford,  which  ^Fr.  Sam  Schall  (now  an  attorney 
of  Chicago)  opened  in  the  fall  of  1889,  with  60  pupils.  He  was  fol- 
lowed by  Prof.  W.  ^I.  Patton,  principal;  Prof.  Jas.  J.  Palmer,  now 
Oil  City  ; Edward  Taylor  Daugherty,  of  Avalon,  and  Chas.  j\I.  IMc- 
Naughton,  of  Clarion.  In  1907,  when  Prof.  Irwin  became  supervis- 
ing principal,  there  were  800  pupils.  During  the  year  1908-09 
high  school  was  conducted  in  the  old  cradle  factory  on  8rd  avenue. 

The  present  public  school  was  completed  in  1909  and  Avas  used 
for  school  purposes  that  September.  It  is  one  of  the  handsomest 
buildings  in  tile  county  and  cost  $125,000.00.  The  initial  school 
board  of  the  borough  was  composed  of:  John  Campbell,  Pres.; 

C.  M.  Long,  Secy.;  ^I.  R.  Pepper,  David  Jones,  P.  H.  Waugaman, 
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and  \V.  R.  McCutclieon,  who  served  18  years.  The  present  board 
is  composed  of:  John  Shearer,  Pres.;  F.  Reisgen,  Sec'y. ; E.  E. 
^lorrison,  Treas. ; Jolin  Sekinger  and  Dr.  A.  E.  Bower.  The  staff 
of  teachers  in  the  order  of  the  rooms,  follows : iMiss  i\Iary  E. 

Queen,  No.  1;  i\Iiss  Catharine  Schubert,  Xo.  2;  i\Iiss  Fannie  V. 
Bixler,  X'o.  3;  iMiss  Winifred  Allott.  Xo.  4;  Miss  Anna  White.  Xo.

Ray  D.  Welch,  iMiss  Mar- 
garet Schubert,  Miss  Helen  B.  Shipman,  ]\Ir.  J.  H.  Biles,  and  Rev. 
Chas.  Glatzert.  Prof.  W.  W.  Irwin  is  Supervising  Principal  and  i\Iiss 
Frieda  L.  Helfferich,  office  assistant.  There  are  now  750  pupils 
enrolled  and  the  number  will,  in  all  probability,  reach  800  before 
the  year  is  closed.  Aside  from  the  public  school,  there  are  three 
Parochial  schools  in  Ford  City:  St.  iMary’s  with  250  pupils;  St. 
Xicholas'  Greek  with  100  pupils,  and  Holy  Trinity  Slavic  wTiii  75 
pupils. 

At  various  times  during  the  recollection  of  the  older  inhabi- 
tants and  their  ancestors,  floods  of  damaging  stages  have  occurred 
along  the  Allegheny  river.  They  were  in  the  years : 1832,  1835, 
1837, 1865, 1875, 1893, 1901  and  1913.  Ice  gorges  causing  consider- 
able injury,  occurred  in  1837  and  1875.  Steep  hills  on  either  side  the 
Allegheny  and  the  undulating  country  extended  inland  from  the 
stream,  effect  a wonderful  drainage  systm.  Heavy  rains  falling  a 
short  distance  above,  swell  the  river  to  an  unsafe  mark  in  a very 
brief  time.  A substantial  dyke  was  built  by  Ford  City  in  1914 
that  insures  this  metropolis  against  the  menace  of  future  high 
water. 

Late  in  1868,  two  American  scientists,  and  an  English  profes- 
sor, discovered  a rare  quality  of  sand  on  the  riglit  bank  of  the 
^Mississippi  river  at  what  is  now  Crystal  City,  Mo.  Casks  of 
sand  were  shipped  to  England  for  analysis  and  found  suit- 
able for  making  glass.  One  of  the  scientists.  Dr.  Bidwell,  un- 
dertook to  organize  a plate  glass  company  but  failed.  In 

1872  Capt.  E.  B.  Ward,  a capitalist  of  Detroit,  founded  the  Ameri- 

can Plate  Glass  Co.  of  Detroit  with  a capital  of  $150,000.  The 
factory  was  located  at  Crystal  City  and  started  in  1876.  Inexpe- 
rience and  misfortune  occasioned  a suspension  of  business: 
$450,000  had  been  expended  in  the  project  when  it  was  sold 

in  1877  to  the  Crystal  City  Plate  Glass  Co.  for  $25,000.  Ethan 
Allen  Hitchock,  of  St.  Louis,  the  president  of  the  new  company, 
was  later  Secretary  of  Interior  in  President  iMcKinley's  cabinet. 
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The  pioneer  in  the  field,  however,  was  Capt.  John  B.  Ford, 
who  with  the  support  of  his  brother-in-law,  Washington  C.  De- 
pauw  and  sons,  started  a plate  glass  factory  at  Xew  Albany,  Indi- 
ana in  1870,  which  in  the  course  of  a few  years,  produced  an  ex- 
cellent quality  of  ‘‘French  Plate,”  though  the  output  was  under 
a thousand  feet  per  month. 

Capt.  Ford  was  born  Xovember  17,  1811,  at  Danville,  Ky., 
where  he  received  his  education.  lie  was  a natural  born  promotor 
from  his  youth  until  the  approach  of  old  age.  His  first  venture 
in  the  business  world,  so  far  as  the  writer  knows,  was  the  manage- 
ment of  a store  at  Greenville,  Indiana.  After  a few  years  he 
started  the  manufacture  of  kitchen  safes  and  later  made  saddles  on 
a wholesale  basis.  But  probably  the  better  part  of  his  life  was  de- 
voted to  the  construction  of  steam  and  flat  boats  on  the  Ohio 
river  at  Louisville.  Sales  were  imule  to  the  Government  and  to 
private  companies.  He  achieved  distiiictioii  as  a riverman  and 
earned  the  rank  of  Captain.  Albert  Gregg,  his  first  mate,  fol- 
lowed him  into  the  plate  glass  industry  where  he  became  superin- 
tendent of  consmiction ; he  was  drowned  at  Creighton,  Pa.,  1876. 
A son,  Wm.  E.  Gregg,  of  Ford  City,  Pa.,  is  the  oldest  man  with 
the  Pittsburgh  Plate  Glass  Co.,  in  point  of  service.  Capt.  Ford 
made  axes  on  a commercial  scale  before  entering  the  window-glass 
industry.  The  fragility  of  this  latter  commodity,  suggested  the 
production  of  plate  glass,  while  the  demand  for  the  European  pro- 
duct practically  insured  the  future  for  a .similar  American  enter- 
prise. 

Having  secured  the  necessary  backing,  Capt.  Ford  embarked 
for  England  where  he  obtained  some  of  the  formulae  for  the 
composition  of  glass,  and  the  invaluable  service  of  iMatthias  R. 
Pepper  and  his  father-in-law,  John  Cooper,  as  superintendents  of 
the  polishing  and  grinding  departments  respectively.  Joseph 
Hardy  was  employed  to  manage  the  casting  hall,  and  W.  D.  Way- 
man  who  liad  charge  of  tlie  Government  works  at  Cairo,  111.,  dur- 
ing the  Civil  war.  was  engaged  to  build  the  machinery  for  the 
factory.  Since  that  date  he  has  constructed  similar  machinery 
for  the  plants  at  Crystal  City.  Louisville,  Jeffersonville,  Tarentum 
and  two  at  Ford  City.  The  gentlemen  mentioned  were  each  dis- 
tinguished as  having  been  the  first  active  plate  glass  men  in 
America. 

After  the.  New  Albany  factory  had  been  in  operation  a short 
time,  Capt.  Ford  organized  a second  company,  independent  of  the 
first,  and  erected  a plant  at  Louisville  about  1876.  The  Depauws. 
who  were  considered  the  wealtliiest  family  in  Indiana,  graclually 
secured  a control  of  both  works.  In  1884  Mr.  Depauw  substanti- 
ally endowed  the  Indiana  xVshbury  university  at  Greencastle,  and 
the  name  was  changed  to  Depauw  univer.«ity. 

Capt.  Ford,  undismayed  by  adverse  circumstances,  promoted 
a third  plate  glass  company  and  raised  the  factory  at  Jeffer.von- 
ville,  Indiana,  1875-7.  Here  it  developed  that  the  throes  of  fortune 
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again  opposed  him.  Mr.  Goldback  quietly  gained  the  ascendancy 
and  chose  as  president,  i\Ir.  Reed,  tather-inlaw  of  ]\Ir.  G.  C.  Taylor, 
of  Crystal  City.  The  three  factories  mentioned,  flourished  for 
more  than  a decade;  the  writer  is  unable  to  say  exactly  when  they 
were  discontinued.  Capt.  Ford,  financially  embarrassed,  removed 
to  Xew  York  and  began  the  manufacture  of  sewer-pipes  from 
plate  glass.  It  was  here  that  he  enlisted  the  interest  and  secured 
the  strong  backing  for  his  last  and  greatest  venture.  At  the  age 
of  seventy-two,  he  organized  the  Xew  York  City  Plate  Glass  Co. 
and  built  the  factory  of  Creighton,  Pa.,  in  1883.  '^M.  R.  Pepper, 

of  Xew  Albany,  Ind.,  was  the  first  superintendent.  Mr.  Wm. 
Barnes  is  the  present  superintendent.  The  old  safe  Avith  the  name 
of  the  original  company,  stands  in  the  Creighton  office  today. 
And  Capt.  Ford's  Avalnut  roll-top  desk  is  noAv  used  by  Mr.  F.  L. 
Hamilton  in  the  P.  P.  G.  employment  office  at  Ford  City.  In 
1884  the  enthusiasm  of  the  stockholders  began  to  wane  because  of 
the  distance  betAveen  the  capital  and  the  factory.  The  reorganiza- 
tion thus  occasioned  Avas  perfected  that  same  year  and  the  Pitts- 
burgh Plate  Glass  Company  came  into  existence.  Mr.  John  Pit- 
cairn, Avho  Avas  affiliated  AAUtli  the  Pennsylvania  railroad,  Avas 
elected  president,  and  i\Ir.  Artimus  Pitcairn,  vice-president.  The 
company  flourished  from  the  start.  A second  factory  Avas  built 
at  Tarentum  in  1886,  Avhich  Avas  operated  until  1914,  Avhen  it  Avas 
dismantled  on  account  of  obsoleteness.  Mr.  John  A.  Bechtel,  the 
last  superintendent  at  Xo.  2,  Avas  transferred  to  the  general  office 
at  Pittsburgh,  later  to  Xo.  5 at  Ford  City,  and  in  1917,  affiliated 
with  another  company  at  Butler,  Pa.

In  1887  Capt.  Ford  purc}ias('d  the  land  on  Avhich  Ford  CitA' 

*Mr.'  Pepper  liv’es  in  Detroit.  A nephew,  M.  R.  Pepper,  Jr.,  is  now  in  charge 
of  the  polishing  department  at  Works  Xo.  5,  Ford  City;  and  S.  -F.  Wayman, 
a son  of  W.  D.  Wayman  above,  is  manager  of  the  Ford  City  borough  elec- 
tric light  plant. 
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stands,  ^or  the  site  of  No.  3 factory.  The  erection  of  the  plant 
was  begun  as  soon  as  building  materials  could  he  obtained.  He 
had  previously  endeavored  to  procure  a site  on  the  Ingleside  farm 
at  Carver’s  Ferry  and  also  a site  in  the  suburbs  of  Kittanning,  but 
without  success.  John  M.  Nelson  was  employed  as  superintend- 
ent of  construction  during  the  erection  of  the  Ford  City  plant. 
George  Penn,  a relative  of  the  Fords,  became  the  first  superin- 
tendent of  the  factory  when  it  started  in  1889,  and  Mark  Wayman 
was  acting  manager  and  master  mechanic.  Number  4 works  was 
built  in  Ford  City  in  1891,  remodeled  in  1904,  burned  and  rebuilt 
in  1910;  it  is  now  considered  the  largest  plate  glass  factory  in 
the  world;  No.  9 at  Crystal  City,  ^lo.,  is  practically  the  same  size. 
In  1895  No.  5 was  also  built  in  Fora  City  and  about  ten  years 
later  old  number  three  was  razed  to  the  ground  to  make  room  for 
an  extension  of  the  other  plants. 

The  company  was  re-organized  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  capital  in  1895,  when  ]\Ir.  Edward  Ford  was  elected  president. 
Mr.  A.  U.  Howard,  secretary;  ]\Ir.  Emory  Ford,  vice-president,  and 
Mr.  W.  D.  Hartupee,  chief  engineer.  Plate  glass  works  at  Charle- 
roi, Pa.;  Elwood,  Ind. ; Kokomo,  Ind. ; Crystal  City,  Mo.;  Walton, 
Pa. ; Diuiuesne,  Pa.,  and  Courcelles,  Belgium,  were  purchased  by 
the  new  company  that  year  and  all  operated  except  the  Du([uesne 
plant. 

The  local  managers  of  the  Ford  City  factories  have  been:  ]\Ir, 
Mark  Wayman,  acting:  Captain  Warner;  ]\[r.  D.  S.  Robinson,  who 
was  president  of  a bank  at  Saltsburg;  Mr.  Artimus  Pitcairn,  *Mr. 
Robt.  Naysmith,  who  severed  relations  with  the  company  in  1901 
and  started  the  W^ick  City  Plate  Glass  works  at  Kittanning,  and 
^Ir.  R.  C.  Beatty,  who  was  private  secretary  to  Capt,  Ford,  at 
Creighton,  and  had  previously  been  with  an  independent  plant  at 
Alexandria,  Ind.  The  names  ot  the  Ford  City  superintendents  fol- 
low in  the  order  of  their  service:  ]\Ir.  Geo,  Penn,  3;  ]\Ir.  M.  R. 

Pepper,  3 and  4;  Mr.  Perry  Halbach,  3 (transferred  to  Crystal 
City  and  finally  affiliated  with  the  St.  Louis  Plate  Glass  works 
at  Valley  Park,  Mo.);  ^Ir.  Wm.  Barringer,  5;  ^Ir.  R.  C.  Beatty, 
4;  ^Ir.  Harry  A.  Reynolds.  3 and  5;  ]Mr.  Henry  Opperman,  3 (who. 
with  his  father,  invented  the  one  plate  annealing  oven  ) ; Mr.  H. 
A.  Reynolds,  4;  Mr.  A.  H.  Chandler,  5;  IMr.  Geo.  C.  Taylor,  5 uiow 
at  No.  9,  Crystal  City)  ; ^Ir.  A.  H.  Chandler,  5;  Mr.  John  A.  Bech- 
tel, 5;  and  ^Ir.  Karl  L.  W.  Core,  5. 

The  production  of  the  initial  factory  was  about  a thousand 
feet  a month.  Today  the  two  factories  of  Ford  City  are  produc- 
ing polished  plate'  at  the  rate  of  twenty  million  feet  a year,  and, 
{)lans  are  being  devised  for  a marked  increase.  Plates  of  glass 
have  been  made  here  aggregating  three  hundred  and  foidy-fiv(* 
s«{uare  feet ; this  e<|uals  a size  of  15x23  ft.  Great  strides  of  {)i'o- 
gress  have  been  made  in  the  manufacture  of  this  commodity.  Huge 

*Frank  Johnson,  an  early  merchant  of  Ford  City,  married  a daughter  o£ 
Mr.  Naysmith. 
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cranes  have  lightened  the  labor  in  each  department ; modern  me- 
chanical devices  have  been  installed  for  the  purpose  of  increasing 
the  production.  Safety  appliances  of  the  latest  type  have  been 
introduced  throughoat  the  factories.  And  great  care  has  been  ex- 
ercised in  the  matter  of  light,  ventilation  and  sanitary  condi- 
tions.. Engineers  have  worked  out  methods  for  doubling,  treb- 
ling and  quadrupling  tlie  output,  and  the  quality  as  well,  has 
been  improved  materially.  ^len  who  are  conversant  wilii  the 
pioneer  efforts  state  that  the  modus  operand i of  today  is  so  far  in 
advance  of  the  methods  employed  forty-five  years  ago  that  there 
is  really  no  resemblance. 

In  1916  the  plate  glass  company  instituted  a system  of  group 
insurance  for  the  employees  having  dependants,  September  the 
13th,  1917,  W.  G.  Santrock,  foreman  of  the  blacksmithing  depart- 
ment, was  drowned  while  crossing  the  Allegheny  river  in  a canoe. 
Mrs.  Santrock  of  McGrann  became  the  first  beneficiary  under  this 
new  provision. 

Although  the  thickness  of  glass  when  cast  varies  from  the 
delicate  kodak  finder  to  the  heavy  portlights,  the  average  is  a 
half  inch,  and  when  ground  and  polished,  a quarter  inch.  The 
weight  of  the  former  is  six  and  a half  and  the  latter  three  and 
a quarter  pounds  to  the  square  foot.  Sand,  limestone,'  soda  ash. 
salt  cake,  arsenic  and  carbon  enter  into  the  composition  of  the 
glass.  And  the  cost  is  to  some  extent  explainef  when  it  is  stated 
that  at  least  ten  cars  of  raw  material  are  used  in  making  one  car 
of  finished  product.

S.  L.  Lind- 
say, Comptroller;  Mr.  J.  F.  Cargill,  Purchasing  Agent;  ^Ir.  j.  iM.

The  borough  of  Ford  City  is  located  in  tlie  valley  on  the  left 
side  of  the  Alleghmiy  river.  The  ground  on  Avhicli  it  stands  Avas 
knOAvn  in  early  days  as  the  Garden  of  Allah,  because  of  its  pietur- 
es<iueness  and  fertility.  Originally,  three  lai-ge  farms,  OAViied  by 
John  Christy.  Thos.  Alontgomery  and  Richard  Bailey,  lying  parallel 
in  Appleby  Alanor,  extended  from  tin*  high  land  into  the  valley, 
and  the  city,  Avhich  is  about  three-eights  of  a mile  by  one  and  a 
half  miles,  Avas  built  on  that  land.  The  northern  line  of  the  Christy 
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farm  was  at  5tli  street,  and  the  northern  limit  of  the  ^Montgomery 
farm  was  at  12th  street ; 12th  to  lltli  street  was  on  the  Bailey 
property.  In  1887  the  land  was  pnrchas(‘d  for  Ford  City,  the 
liolders  and  acreage  follows:  Jos.  Graff,  6-1;  Graff  annex,  16; 

Ott,  35;  Willard,  11:  Brown  & Miisgrove,  121;  J.  E.  Herrold,  9;  L. 
Stoeltzing,  3;  Mary  Herrold,  5;  J.  G.  Henry,  22;  Fowler,  ‘,^0  and 
about  1 for  borough  water  works — the  reservoir  was  built  on  the 
hill  nearly  200  feet  above  city  in  1888. 

John  Patterson  resided  in  the  Graff  house  and  had  a fine 
orchard  where  Xo.  1 factory  stands;  Geo.  Zuver  and  Hubert  Kutch 
lived  in  the  Herrold  houses;  the  Brown  & Miisgrove  tract  was 
owned  by  Jas.  E.  Brown  and  Jas.  iMusgrove,  avIio  were  the  found- 
ers of  “Pine  Creek  Furnace,''  of  Valley  township  in  1815-6;  Hon. 
5Iusgrove  represented  this  district  in  Congress  1881-2.  and  later 
became  president  of  the  Xational  Bank  of  Kit  tanning.  Albert  B. 
Starr,  who  hauled  the  first  load  of  brick  used  for  constructive  pur- 
j)oses  in  Ford  City,  lived  in  the  Brown  & Miisgrove  property ; the 
liouse  originally  stood  near  the  Presbyterian  cliiirch,  and  through 
a succession  of  moves  was  finally  located  on  the  5th  avenue  side 
of  the  public  school  lot. 

In  the  fall  of  1887  two  cars  of  lumber  were  unloaded  at  “Pat- 
terson," Avhich  Ross  Graff  hauled  to  the  places  designated.  The 
first  buildings  erected  ivere  the  office  on  3rd  avenue  (noiv  the 
company  telephone  central  j.  the  charter  residence  of  the  “Cracker- 
box  Roav,  " and  the  cBvelling  at  the  corner  of  3rd  avenue  and  6th 
street.  D.  H.  Huston  held  the  ploiv  for  breaking  the  soil  for  the 
first  brick  building,  Avhich  Avas  old  Xo.  5 pot  house.  AV.  B.  Daugherty 
has  the  distinction  of  laying  the  brick  in  this.  He  and  a brother  had 
a brick  plant  on  5th  avenue  betAveen  7th  and  8th  streets  and  sup- 
plied the  brick  for  the  first  Ford  factory  in  the  city,  this  briclv 
yard  Avas  in  operation  until  about  1911,  the  latest  proprietor  being 
Capt.  AndreAv  H^ory.  A considerable  amount  of  loam  Avas  taken 
.from  the  back  side  of  the  city  for  this  industry,  and  the  refilling  is 
being  done  by  the  Plate  Glass  Company.  Amos  Schaffer  hauled  the 
brick  for  the  P.  R.  R.  freight  station  that  Avas  completed  in  1888, 
it  stood  at  4th  street  and  accommodated  the  freight  service  of  the 
road  for  tAventy-nine  years  and  the  passenger  service  for  12  years. 
The  neAv  freight  station  Avas  built  at  10th  and  11th  streets  in 
1917.  The  passenger  station  Avas  erected  on  Ford  street  in  1900. 
Mr.  A.  C.  Bailey  acted  as  agent  until  Mr.  R.  W.  McCutcheon 
could  be  transferred  from  Rosston,  and,  excepting  the  tAvo 
loads  of  lumber  mentioned,  every  dollar  of  fi-eight  collected  at 
Cord  City  Avas ' over  Air.  AlcCutcheon 's  signature.  Mr.  Bailey 
opened  the  first  store  company,  locating  it  on  3i*d  avenue.  He 
later  ac(iuired  a control  of  the  stock.  It  burned  three  times  and 
Avas  rebuilt  tAvice.  He  Avas  the  first  postmaster.  Air.  Geo.  C.  AIc- 

*Tlie  :L5  acres  purchased  from  John  Ott,  Nov.  7,  1887,  was  the  first  land  con- 
tracted for  by  “J.  B.  Ford  and  Co.”  in  Armstrong  Co. 
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Lauglilin  was  the  first  burgess  and  was  succeeded  by  David  Rey- 
nolds, Esq.,  who  was  afterwards  assessor,  and  postmaster  during 
Pres.  Roosevelt's  administration.  Mr.  J.  N.  Nelson  was  the  first 
Squire,  and  Hon.  Geo.  W.  Larkins  who  represented  the  county  in 
the  State  Legislature  in  1910,  was  a member  of  the  council. 

Henry  Botlander,  whose  age  dates  from  1888,  was  the  first 
child  was  born  in  Ford  City ; Dr.  J.  T.  Deemar,  being  the  attending 
physician.  Henry  Young  and  i\Iiss  ]\Iary  Schwitzer  were  the  pio- 
neers in  the  field  of  matrimony.  They  were  married  by  Rev.  F.  X. 
Kettl,  January  J,  1889,  in  St.  Mary’s  church.

The  earliest  record  of  religious  service  held  within  the  limits 
of  Ford  City,  start  with  the  spring  of  1888,  when  Union  Sabbath 
School  was  oiganized  by  hrattliew  iMcCollum.  A little  band  of 
earnest  men  and  women  of  the  Methodist  creed  met  at  the  resi- 
dence of  James  \Vood  in  September  of  that  year,  and  continued  to 
gather  at  the  homes  of  various  tMtShodist  faiiiilies  until  March, 
1889,  when  the . society  assembled  in  the  opera  house  on  third 
avenue  (long  since  burned)  and  were  ministered  to  by  Rev.  \V. 
W.  Hall;  although  one  contributor  advises  that  Rev.  J.  E.  Inskep. 
also  a Methodist,  was  the  first  clergy  to  deliver  a sermon  in  Ford 
City.  This  denomination  organized  and  appointed  a committee,  of 
which  i\Ir.  John  S.  Knhns  was  chairman,  to  wait  on  Capt.  Ford 
for  the  pur[)Ose  of  enlisting  his  interest  and  contribution  for  a 
church  building.  Their  object  was  gained,  and  operations  at  once 
begun  on  the  edifice,  which  was  completed  and  dedicated  in  June, 
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1890.  Both  the  church  and  the  parsonage  were  gifts  from  Capt. 
Ford  as  a memorial  to  his  wife.  They  have  since  been  known  as 
The  Ford  ^Memorial  iMethodist  Episcopal  Cluirck.  The  first  board 
of  trustees  was  composed  of : Thos.  iMontgomei y,  president,  R. 

Pepper,  J.  i\L  Nelson,  John  S.  Kuhns  and  A.  B.  iMohney.  The  pas- 
tors and  years  of  service  follow  in  regular  order:  Rev.  W.  \V. 

Hall,  D.  D.,  5 years ; Rev.  Solomon  Keebler.  2 years : Rev.  H.  J. 
Ilickman,  1 year ; Rev.  J.  M.  Macker,  2 years ; Rev.  II.  C.  Beacon, 
2 years;  Rev.  R.  T.  Miller,  11-2  years;  Rev.  S.  E.  Winebilnner, 
11-2  years;  Rev.  J.  E.  Inskep,  2 years;  Rev.  J.  31.  Otteniian,  3 2-3 
years ; Rev.  R.  P.  Andrews,  1-3  year ; Rev.  H.  G.  Gregg,  2 years ; 
Rev.  A.  E.  Husted.  1 year;  Rev.  31.  R.  Hackman,  3 years;  Rev.  G. 
C.  Fohner,  1 1-2  year,  and  Rev.  J.  E.  Dunning.  There  are  now 
367  members. 

The  First  Presbyterian  Church  was  organized  31ay  5,  1891, 
with  52  charter  members.  Elders  were  elected  and  indue :ed  into 
office  as  follows;  Jos.  Graff.  P.  R.  Ilalbach,  Nathaniel  Clark  and 
Wm.  Nesbitt.  Trustees  were  also  elected,  viz.:  Tohn  AVayman,  Dr. 
A.  E.  Bower,  3V.  J.  Carson,  D.  R.  Ilalbach,  J.  31.  31inteer,  R.  3V. 
3rcCutcheo:i  and  A.  C.  Bailey.  Capt.  Ford  donated  the  site  for 
this,  as  well  as  for  the  other  churches  in  the  borough.  A hand- 
some gray  stone  edifice  was  completed  in  1893,  though  services 
were  held  in  it  the  year  preceding.  The  pastors  in  regular  order 
have  been:  Rev.  J.  II.  Southerland,  1891-5:  Rev.  S.  R.  Frazier, 

1895-8;  Rev.  H.  F.  Kerr,  1899-01;  Rev.  H.  U.  Davis,  1901-6;  Rev. 
A.  31.  31innemyer,  1906-7;  Rev.  J.  H.  Jack,  1907-11;  Rev.  31.  H. 
Bush,  1912-3;  Rev.  Clarke  Hoou,  1913-5;  Rev.  J.  W.  Dunbar,  D.D., 
1915-6,  and  Rev.  Alvin  R.  Hickman,  1916.  There  are  325  mem- 
bers. Arrangements  are  being  made  for  the  purchase  of  a full 
toned  pipe  organ. 

St.  John's  German  Evangelical  Lutherans  occupy  the  oldest 
church  building  in  the  city.  It  is  located  near  the  public  school  on 
4th  avenue.  Rev.  Johannes  E.  Burgdorf  is  the  pastor  in  charge. 

The  St.  31ary's  Roman  Catholic  organization  began  their 
church  building  in  1888  and  the  first  3Iass  was  said  on  the  2nd  of 
February.  1889.  Their  present  building,  begun  in  1912  and  com- 
pleted a year  or  two  later,  is  probably  the  handsomest  church  in 
this  section  of  Pennsylvania,  outside  of  Pittsburgh.  It  is  a stone 
structure  of  Gothic  design  and  cost  near  $150,000.  A parochial 
schooLand  convent  are  connected  with  the  church  and  Rev.  Bene- 
dict Baldaurf  is  the  rector.  Rev.  Kettel,  brother  of  druggist  Geo. 
E.  Kettel.  was  the  first  rector.  And  the  present  [larocial  school 
was  their  initial  church  building. 

St.  3Iark's  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  of  For<l  City  was  organ- 
ized prior  to  1895.  The  building  is  of  red  brick  and  stands  at  the  cor- 
ner of  4th  avenue  and  0‘Connor.  The  Baptists  were  oi*ganized  in  1890-1 
and  used  this  building  for  their  services  until  the  buff  brick  structure 
Was  completed  in  1912.  Their  original  site  was  in  the  block  that  was 
afterwards  (1891)  set  aside  for  a public  park.  (Employees  of  the 
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Pittsburgh  Plate  Glass  Co.  each  donated  the  wages  he  received  for  one 
day;  the  fund  raised  was  turned  over  to  a coniniittee,  of  which  W.  E. 
Gregg  was  secretary.  And  the  whole  block  between  Third  and 
Fourth  avenue  was  purchased,  a bronze  statue  of  Capt.  Ford  erect- 
ed near  the  center  and  presented  to  the  city  as  a gift). 

The  Baptist  organization  dei)ended  upon  supplies  for  a num- 
ber of  years  until  Rev.  R.  W.  Shumaker  was  called  as  the  first 
pastor.  Thos.  A.  Loyd  ministered  to  this  denomination  in  1911, 
when  the  present  church  building  was  dedicated.  And  Rev.  A.  B. 
Bowser  succeeded  in  xVpril,  1915.  The  officers  at  the  time  of  dedi- 
cation were:  A.  P.  Smith,  treasurer ; C.  W.  Ankeny,  clerk;  Clarence 
Wolf,  Samuel  Bowser,  G.  B.  McElfresh,  John  Campbell,  Win. 
Swigard  and  Walter  Irwin,  trustees. 

The  Holy  Trinity  Slavish  congregation  have  a neat  and  con- 
venient church  building  at  1000  6th  avenue,  the  corner  stone  of 
which  was  laid  in  1904.  Rev.  John  iMarsalek  is  rector.  A convent 
is  under  the  care  of  the  rector,  and  Sister  iMethodia  is  in  charge 
of  a Slavish  school  on  the  same  avenue. 

The  St.  Francis  Polish  Roman  Catholics  have  a substantial 
brick  building  on  5th  avenue  that  was  dedicated  in  1913.  Rev. 
Julian  Luniewski  is  rector.  And  Et.  Nicholas  Greek  Catholic 
Church  stands  at  the  corner  of  6th  avenue  and  9th  street;  the 
cornerstone  bears  the  date  1911.  Rev.  C\^rill  is  xiastor  and  i\Ir. 
John  Shwed  has  charge  of  the  parochial  school. 

Near  the  location  of  the  ojiera  house  that  stood  on  third 
avenue  in  the  early  days  of  Ford  City,  Capt.  Ford  erected  in  1897 
a spacious  red  brick  building  as  a library  for  the  borough.  It  cosi 
$23,000,  aside  from  the  ground.  Before  the  structure  was  completed 
in  1898,  however,  the  Fords  disposed  of  their  stock  in  the  Pittsburgh 
Plate  Glass  Co.,  (starting  a plate  glass  works  at  Rossford,  Ohio) 
and  the  library  never  materialized.  i\[r.  A.  iM.  iJateer  was  fortu- 
nate in  securing  the  jiroperty  for  a general  store.  The  First 
-National  Bank  was  organized  in  1898  with  a capital  of  $50,000. 
and  for  a year,  occupied  the  Pittsburgh  Plate  Glass  gas  office,  when 
its  present  home  was  completed  on  4th  avenue  and  Ford  street. 
The  resources  of  this  institution  aie  now  more  than  a million  dol- 
lars. Among  the  men  who  have  been  connected  with  this,  are  5Ir. 
M.  J.  Alexand(-r.  Mr.  W.  G.  TTeiner.  Mr.  G.  N.  Jolly,  cashier  Crystal 
City  Bank;  Mr.  H.  i\rci).  5IcCue.  5Ir.  Artimus  Pitcairn,  Mr.  F.  I). 
Beechev  and  Mr.  W.  H.  Shaffer. 

The  Fawcus  51achine  (’ompany,  with  offices  in  Pittsburgh, 
was  organized  about  1900  by  Mfs-rs.  A.  Greciib-aum,  S.  Runyan.  IFr. 
W.  G.  ileiner  and  Mr.  I).  B.  lleiner.  They  have  a large  foundry  and 
.shop  on  the  noith  end  of  3rd  avenue  and  manufacture  mill  machinery, 
sx>ecial  gear  wheels  and  general  castings.  The  number  of  employees  is 
something  over  100,  The  Jatdvson  Potteries,  jireviously  mentioned, 
were  started  by  John  Wick,  of  Wiekboro.  aiul  Cajit.  Ford,  in  1897, 
500  men  were  enpiloyed,  and,  accoi’ding  to  the  History  of  Arm- 
strong county  by  J.  H.  Beers,  the  plant  soon  became  the  great- 
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ost  in  the  United  States.  Later  it  came  into  the  possession  of  the 
Colonial  Trust  Co.  of  Pittsbnrg-h  and  in  1916  was  leased  by  Attor- 
ney Jackson  of  Pittsburgh.  Tlie  plant  is  valued  at  $250,000. 

The  Pittsburgh  Plate  local  sand  plant  was  started  in  1901-2;  the 
sand-stone  was  cpiarried  in  North  Buffalo  township,  near  by,  and 
crushed  in  the  mills  located  at  the  old  Green  settlement.  The  sand 
being  washed  and  conveyed  across  the  Allegheny  river  by  means  of  a 
telper  line.  600  tons  of  this  sand  is  used  for  grinding  purposes  in 
a day  at  the  two  factories.  A very  large  permanent  stone  mortar 
made  and  used  by  the  Indians  for  giiiiding  corn,'  was  unthouglit- 
edly  destroyed  by  the  early  quarrymen.  i\Ir.  W.  E.  Peisgen  man- 
ages this  plant  and  Capt.  Edw.  Campbell  has  a fleet  of  barges, 
diggers  and  steamboats  that  furnish  a considerable  quantity  of 
river  sand, ' also  for  grinding  purposes : while  Mr.  H.  C.  Tidball 
operates  a plant  at  Kennerdell  that  furnishes  the  sand  that  enters 
into  the  composition  of  the  glass.  This  grade  was  originally  ob- 
tained from  ^lapleton.  Pa.

Other  industries  in  the  city  are : A.  Cradle  factory,  a 

Flour  Milling  company,  the  Koloc  Mfg.  Co.,  a soda  brewery, 
and  several  dairies  near  the  limits.  There  are  more  than  160 
business  houses  and  offices.  A subse(iuent  business  directory  con- 
tains 600  names.  A residential  directory  would  reach  the  6,000 
mark.  Metropolitan  Ford  City,  aside  from  the  borough,  embraces  Ih*ll- 
wood  Gardeh,  Ford  Cliff,  Ford  ATew,  Green  Settlement,  Ilagersville, 
Manor  Heights,  Manorville,  McGrann,  Paintertown,  Pattonville,  Ross- 
l«ui,  Spriugtown,  and  Skiual. 

The  latter  settlement  was  founded  prior  to  1840  and  attained 
its  name  from  the  tendency  on  the  part  of  several  of  the  early  citi- 
zens to  fleece  customers.  Mr.  Win.  Shearer,  wlio  furnished  a larg(' 
[>art  of  the  stone  for  the  county  courthouse  and  jail,  at  Kittanning, 
built  1858-60  and  1870-73,  respectively,  lived  at  Skinal.  He  was 
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entrusted  with  overseeing  part  of  the  construction.  It  is  of  inter- 
est to  note  that  he,  and  twelve  other  Scottish  Rite  masons,  were 
engaged  in  operative  masonery  on  these  buidings.  'Sir.  Shearer 
died  about  1880  and  was  buried  in  a stone  vault  made  by  himself 
several  years  previously.  A massive  sandstone  monument  fashioned 
by  the  same  sculptor,  stands  like  a silent  sentinel  to  guard  this  rare 
sarcophagus. 

On  5th  avenue  at  Ford  street  is  the  People  ^s  Bank,  which  op- 
erates on  a solid  basis  with  a capital  of  $50,000.  Mr.  A.  i\I.  ^lateer 
is  president,  Congressman  N.  L.  Strong,  vice-president,  and  i\Ir. 
W.  J.  Boggs,  cashier.  Near  this  is  the  Foreign  Bank  under  the 
efficient  management  of  IMr.  Julius  Steiner.  A roster  of  the  hos- 
telry includes : The  American,  under  the  management  of  i\Ir.  R. 
W.  Reynolds;  the  Anderson  Hotel,  Mr.  John  Kamer,  proprietor; 
the  Commercial,  proprietor.  Ike  Lefkofsky;  the  Fifth  Avenue 
Hotel;  the  Ford  City  Hotel,  managed  by  IMr.  A.  M.  Gregg;  the 
Glass  City  Hotel,  i\[r.  Jos.  (Jepley,  proprietor;  the  Park  Hotel,  pro- 
prietor, Mr.  D.  A.  Goldman,  and  the  Scheeren  Hotel,  managed  by 
Mr.  Fred  Kirschman. 

In  1905  i\Ir.  Chas.  Andrews  began  the  publication  of  The 
Ford  City  Mirrow,  a weekly  newspaper;  in  connection  with  a de- 
partment for  job  printing.  Other  enterprises  before  and  after  this 
date  are  too  numerous  to  mention  separately,  the  business  directory 
carries  these  alphabetically. 

The  Pittsburgh  and  Shawmut  railroad  was  built  as  far  south 
as  Ford  City  in  1915  and  has  since  been  extended  to  Freeport, 
where  it  connects  with  the  West  Penn.  The  road  is  on  the  right 
bank  of  the  Allegheny,  and  the  station  was  built  opposite  First 
street.  The  First  street  bridge  over  the  river  was  formally  opened 
on  the  3rd  of  April.  1915.  Probably  the  largest  crowd  ever  assem- 
bled in  Ford  City,  formed  a procession  on  that  occasion  and 
marched  across  the  bridge.  It  is  one  of  the  most  substantial 
structures  that  spans  this  stream  at  any  point. 

The  Kittanning-Ford  City  Street  railway  company  was  or- 
ganized in  1898,  with  F.  A.  i\loesta,  pi'esident ; John  F.  Crawford, 
Secretary,  and  Jas.  i\IeCullough,  Jr.,  treasurer.  The  first  trip  was 
made  the  following  year.  The  line  was  extended  to  Ford  City  in 
1903  and  to  Lenape  Park  (a  resort  a mile  and  a half  beyond  the 
borough)  in  1904;  the  line  was  also  extended  north  as  far  as  Cowan- 
shamut ’creek  in  1908.  This  company  sold  to  the  West  Penn  Trac- 
tion Co.  in  1911.  Plans  are  Indjig  devised  to  expand  the  system  to 
Leechburg.  Cars  run  ('ach  direction  every  thirty  minutes  and  are  a 
great  convenience  to  the  eitiztuis  of  Ford  City  and  Kittanning. 

The  American  Xatural  Gas  (’om[)any  with  1800  domestic  con- 
sumers in  the  borougli  have  a district  office  on  10th  street.  Their 
old  office  stands  on  4th  stretd  a!ul  is  used  by  the  company  as  a 
regulator  house. 

The  official  roster  reads;  Amos  T.  Fair,  burgess;  A.  B.  Aloh- 
ney,  assessor  and  w’ater  commissioner;  J.  Y.  Smith,  street  comrnis- 
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sioiier;  J.  F.  ^Eatthews,  tax  collector;  August  Klose  and  Samu’l. 
W.  Keller,  justices  of  the  peace;  Charles  Ilutchisou,  chief  of  the 
police;  Koy  Wolfe,  constable.  The  council  is  composed  of:  G.  W. 
Larkins,  president:  Robt.  ^IcGarvey,  Joseph  Tliery,  Janies  Cooper, 
(’has.  Stewart.  H.  S.  Drury  and  Charles  Yencil.  Burgesses  in  the 
past  have  been;  G.  C.  iMcLaughlin,  Benj.  Oswald  David  Reynolds 
and  E.  E.  Seyler.  Postmasters  have  been : A.  C.  Bailey,  David 
Reynolds,  Win.  J.  Boggs  and  Chas.  Duff. 

A borough  more  thrifty  and  enterprising  than  Ford  City  wmuld 
be  hard  indeed  to  find.  It  is  fairly  teeming  with  hustle  and  pub- 
lic spirit.  The  Business  i\Ien's  substantial  invitation,  recently  ex- 
tended the  county  commissioners  for  locating  the  new  courthouse 
in  this  borough,  is  a compliment  to  the  parties  of  the  first  and 
second  parts.  If  this  matter  were  put  to  a vote  of  the  citizens  of 
Armstrong  the  result  would  very  likely  create  a surprise.  Brave 
men  and  fair  women  have  gone  from  Ford  City  into  the  world  and 
made  their  mark  through  the  avenues  of:  banking,  medicine,  com- 
merce, manufacturing,  science,  invention,  engineeirng,  education, 
literature,  athletics,  music,  art,  politics,  philanthropy,  military 
service  and  religion. 

And  so  in  the  somewhat  transposed  language  of  IMark  Twain's 
Pudd’n  head  Wilson,  “It  was  wonderful  to  find  Ford  City,  but  it 
would  have  been  more  wonderful  to  miss  it.”
